Indeed, the ac- 
tions of the guards in this connection stirred 
up even more excitement than was mati- 
tested at the election of Sept. 22 last and led 
to a serious encounter in which many persons 
were more or less badly hurt. 


A Wo'’clock a of students sing- 
ing the — — aud yellng A bas 
Boulanger!“ met a cordon of mounted police. 
The order to disperse wus unheeded by the 
students, and the guards charged them at 
full gallop, scattering the paraders right and 
left and trampling many of them under foot. 
The students were pursued for 200 or 800 
yards and only saw the wisdom of dispers- 
ing after numerous arrests had been made. 

So far as known the result of the elecwon 
is a decided victory for ine government, 
eighteen of its warmest supporters—includ- 
ing Yves Guyot, Fioquet, Jacques, Lockroy, 
and Berger—being returned as deputies. 
The conservatives claim to be sure of the 
return of two of their candidates in Paris. 

While excitement in many places ran high 
the only disturbance of any account was that 
which took place in the Chausse d’Antin. 
The members of the national committee are 
making a record of the election and of the 
causes of dissatisfaction with Boulangism on 
the part of the masses, and they will have a 
conference with the general in London Tues- 
day prior to his departure for the Isle of 
Jersey. 


PERISHED JN THE HURRICANE. 


Many Persons Killed by Storms in Sardinia 
and the Province of Cagliari. 

Lonpon, Oct. 6.— A terrible hurricane has 
visited the Island of Sardinia. One bundred 
persons were buried in the dépris of build- 
ings shattered by the storm and thirty per- 
sons were kfiled. 

Rome, Oct. 6.—The province of Cagliari 
has been ravaged by a territic storm, in 
which 240 houses were destroyed. Sixteen 
persons were killed and hundreds were in- 
jured. The town of Cagliari suffered 
aeverely.

The Great American Showman Issues & 


Lord Mayor’s Show Program.

Lonpon, Oct. 6.—Barnum is not here, but 
some of his people are, ana they have al- 
ready succeeded in working the London 
press in a manner entirely satisfactory to them 
if not to the new lord mayor.

Barnum as usual has got there. It is a 
matter of secondary consideration to the 
great showman what the lord mayor said so 
long as he said something. 

The lord mayor-elect, by the way, is 
brought face to face with what seems un in- 
surmountable difficulty. Nov. 9is the date 
for the lord mayor’s show, and this year it 
falls ona Saturday. Isaacs, who isadevout 
Jew, cannot lawfully either ride or walk in 
the procession, and as a lord mayor’s show 
without a lord mayor would be something of 
an innovation, the outcome is watched with 
considerable interest. A compromise of 
some sort in which religion and custom will 
each be called upon to yield something is 
probable.

HE e A LARGE MEETING AT 
18 L MUSIC BALL. 


The 8 Workman Urges the Closing 


of Saloons Sanday aod Tells of the 


Progress Made by the Kaights of La- 
bor—The Finances of the Order in 
Good Condition—Strikes Will Never Se- 
cure the Eight Hour Day. 

Three thousand men and women compiete- 
ed Central music halli yesterday after- 
noon to t Mr. Terrence V. Powderly, 
general master workman of the Knights of 
Labor, and Mr. A. W. Wright, a - member of 
the general executive boara of the order. 

Among those on the platform were: Rich- 
ard Gri ths, ex-general worthy foreman; 
Edward Lindholm, worthy foreman of 
District No. 24; Jonn Baird, master work- 
man of District No. 57; John A. Clarke, mas- 
ter workman of District No. 202; George 
Rodgers, president of the central committee 
of Cook county, Knights of Labor; John C. 
Griffiths ‘of District No. 1, Philadelphia; 
Robert J. Lanehenry, H. B. Mat- 
thews, D. Hastings, and Henry A. Hurst, 
delegates from Aurora: representatives from 
all district assemblies in Cook county, and a 
number of invited guests, some two hundred 
in ail, Judge M. F. Tuley being a conspicu- 
ous figure. 

Mr. Powderly when he appeared upon the 
platform was enthusiastically greeted. Mr. 
George Rodgers opened the meeting by stat- 
ing the position of the knights on Sunday 
closing. ‘The order, he said, was enthusias- 
tically in favor of the measure. Mr. Rodgers 
referred several times to Mr. Powderly, and 
each time the name of the master workman 
was cheered. Miss Stanwood followed and 
recited @ poem. which was kindly received. 
Mr. Griffiths then introduced Mr. Powderly, 
who when he stepped forward was greeted 
with long continued cheering. 

Referring to the great audience, Mr. Pow- 
derly said the time had passed when an an- 
nouncement that the aims and objects of the 
Knights of Labor were to be discussed would 
draw but a small crowd. He then announced 
his subjects, Sabbath Day and Rest.” and 
“The Aims and Objects of the Knights of 
Labor.” He said: 

I don't know whether I will be able to con- 
vince you of the justness of the text, but I can 
say that as a Knight of Labor and as an Ameri- 
can citigen I am heartily in favor of it. I hope 
the time will come that five days in the week will 
be sufficieat for work, leaving one day for rest 
and one day for worship. Right here I have one 
thing to say about Brother Rodgers’ introduc- 
tory remarks. Hesaid: “ We have no fault to 
find with the saloons."’ I have. | 

At this the big audience broke into cheers, 
Mr. Powderly then continued: 

I have much fault to find with the saloon. Not 
with the inanimate, soulless thing called the sa- 
loon, but with its traffic, its influence, and its 
consequences. I hope that the saloon ‘will be 
com pellea to close its doors Sunday as all other 
sorts of business have to close. Aye, and I hope 
that the saloon will be compelled to keep closed 
from ope Sunday to the next and soon the year 
round. What good in the way of religion, of 
clothing the poor, of elevating mankind has the 
saloon ver done? Whom has the saloon ever 
benefited outside of the saloonkeeper himself 
and his wife and children, if he has any’? It has 
been frequently said that the saloonkeeper is 
the one who most largely of any sort of business 
contributes to laborin case of strikes. Out of

SLANDERED BY ENEMIES. 

Concerning the K. of L. Mr. Powderly 
spoke first of the antagonism of the order to 
strikes, and illustrated the consequences by 
referring to the lockout in the coal mines. 
Tne speaker grew emphatic when referring 
to the published statements about. conaition 
of the order. He denounced the publications 
as slanders inspired by enemies, and said he 
would be willing to submit to an investiga- 
tion by a committee composed of three Chi- 
cago citizens. Mr. Powderly complimented 
the women of the order tor their earnest 
labor in the common cause. 

“Why,” he exclaimed, “many a time I 
have been constrained to wish that every 
man in the order was a woman.” The 
speaker touched upon the fact that women in 
the industrial lines were paid only perhaps 
half men’s wages. This was not Knights of 
Labor policy. They believed that equal 
wages should be paid for equal labor per- 
formed, no matter whether performed by 
man or woman. 

Mr. Powderly emphatically denied that he 
ever opposed the eight hour movement. 
„But,“ he remarked, it has been said by 
the opponents of shorter hours that the 
workingman with more time on his hands 
than now will spend more time in saloons. 
If that were so I believe I would oppose 
shorter hours. myself.” He said his policy 
was to exclude every liquor dealer from the 
order. In concluding Mr. Powderly devoted 
his remarks to the single tax. “I believe in 
it,’ he said. As Jam my own prohibition- 
ist, so I should like every man to be his own. 
It is the same with the single tax. I do not 
believe that the tax sbould come from tne 
land.“ 

Mr. Powderly addressed a few words to 
those in the audience who had left the order. 
Not all of them,” as he said, but some, for 
others we will not have at all.“ He invited 
them to come back and do their duty, to 
labor, feariessly and earnestly. Having 


finally touched upon the importance of au 


Australian system of voting, the speaker 
concluded a two hours’ address amid great 
applause. 

The Rev. Dr. Withrow followed Mr. Pow- 
derly and highly complimented the audience 
and Knights of Labor. W hat drew his heart 
to them was tneir staunch opposition to the 
great whisky element. That was tne great- 
est enemy of society in America today. All 
the anarchists in the country were not so 
dangerous as a single distiller. The speaker 
avowed that he was not an extremist, that 
he was not asKing things as a temperance 
crank, but that all he asked was that saloons 
should be closed one day out of seven. 

MR. WRIGHT'S REMARKS. 

Atter the Ideal quartette had surg Un- 
furl the Glorious Banner” Mr. A. W. Wricht 
ef Toronto was introduced. The speaker 
said he had not only always been for tne ob- 
servance of Sunday as a day of rest, but a 
part of Saturday also. He was no Sabbatari- 
an. Sunday ovservance was a matter of 
personal choice with every one, but the clos- 
ing of saloons was one of the first things to 
be achieved. 

Referring to the aims and ovjects of the 
K. of L.. Mr. Wright maintained that right 
here in Chicago were the slanderers who 
had defiled the order, and hence it would be 
eminently proper to speak upon that subject, 
Over in Toronto people were not in the habit 
of holaing labor meetings Sundays. A 
Canadian dgitator, speaking in America 
Sundays, was once asked why he diverted 
from his custom. 

“Well,” be replied,“ you see, the good 

book teaches us that if an ox or an ass falls 
iat a ditch we shall help him out, on Sunday 
as well as on other days. Now, you see, they 
have ever 80 many asses in the ditches in 
America on Sundays.” : 

Mr. Wright said the underlying doctrine of 
the Knights of Labor was the embodiment 
of the sentiment: “Do unto your neighbor 
as you want to be done by.” But this, while 
a christian sentiment, was by no means car- 
ried out. Should cnristianity be condemned 
for that on the whole! Would that senti- 
ment hold good in commercial competi- 
tion? Was it not a fact for the modern mer-

FOUR MEN MEET DEATH IN FLAMES, 


Terrible Result of an Karly Morning Fire 
at Winona, Missa, 

Wrwona, Miss., Oct. 6.—A fire broke out 
about 2:40 a. m. in R. E. Lott’s two story res- 
taurant. It was only a few minutes after the 
alarm was sounded before the flames had 
completely enveloped the restaurant, the up- 
per story of which was used as sleeping 
apartments. Nine men were asleep in the 
upper story; five of the nine escaped, but 
four were burned to death. Those who per- 
ished in the flames were: 

J, A. Thomas, amerchant of Cumberland, 
Webster county. 

J, L. Lawtry and Lon Crouch, both merchants 
of Hohenlinden, Webster county. 

Paul Williams, a farmer of Sun Creek, Oktib- 
beha county. 

All of them were prominent citizens of 
their respective communities and were en 


route home from Memphis, where they went 


to purchase goods. Every effort was made 
to save them, but the flames were well under 
headway when discovered and by the 
time sufficient help had arrived the walls had 
fallen in. As soon as possible the débris 


was cleared away and the bodies of the four 


victims, burned to a ccisp and beyond recog- 
nition, were recovered. The remains will 
be shipped to relatives tomorrow. The loss 
is about $5,000. 


MICHIGAN’S FIRST SNOW OF THE SEASON. 


A Heavy Gale Accompanied by Snow in 
Kactern Michigan—lowa Froscts.

DR, THOMAS PUTS TO FLIGHT ORTHO- 
DOXY’sS PERSONAL DEVIL. 


The Great Preacher Handles the Demon 
Without Gloves and Charges the Ortho- 


fox Clergy with the Responsibility of 


the Monstrous Belief — He Says the 
Preaching of the Doctrine Tends to 
Increase the Number of Atheists. : 


Dr. Thomas at the People’s church yester- 
day engaged in a struggle with the personal 
devil, and the big audience, acting as ref- 
eree, gave the fight to the celebrated 

Dr. The 

homas did not resort to modern 

tactics, He “forced the fighting,” os oe 
Sporting editor would say, “and fairly 
knocked his man out.” ‘The preacher ar- 
raignea the orthodox clergy as being respon- 
sibie for fusteuing this monster in the minds 
of the creduious. It was a powerful ser- 
mon and delivered with great force. 

“The bondage of errors” was the text, 
and delusions of various kinds ana the harm 
done by them were hand led without gloves. 

In the childhood period of the race,” he 
said, imagination peopiea the earth and the 
sea and the sky with unreal beings; they m- 
vested the forces of nature with tne at- 
tributes of personalities, ano as these forces 
opposed the progress of man and often 
brought upon him loss and suffering they at- 
tributed such events to tne willful acts of 
mahgnant beings, anc sought by prayers and 
sacrifices to appease their anger and buy the 
favor of the gods of storm and drought and 
famine and fever. 

Locking out upon the severer aspect of 
things, the eastern mind conceived the idea 
that there were two creative forces—a 
greater and a lesser, a better and a worse. 
The good god was the author of spirit and 
would have made a good world, but he was 
opposed and thwarted in his purpose by the 
evil deity, who was the author of matter. 


The Jews coming in contact during their 


captivity with these doctrines, the stray 
thoughts of demonology that had floated in 
upon them in the past were easily developed 
into the idea of a personal devil. 

“It may be difficult to say just what the 
belief of Christ was, but the doctrine of 
demons was commonly accepted at that time 
by the popular mind, both Jewish and pagan. 
The devil of the scriptures, however, is 
rather a fallen angel—a once good being be- 
come bad—than an evil in the essence of 
things, and scarcely less than God as was 
held by the Persians. And the great and 
good Origen believed that the devil would 
yet be converted. 

„HOW THE LEGEND GREW IN STRENGTH. 

gut this doctrine of a devil, with others, 
fell into the hands of the Latin mind and 
church, and, true to the genius of the Koman 
mind, it was more and more materialized 
and objectivized, until in the hfth century 
the story of the fall in Eden was literalized 
as actual history, and the devil made to ap- 
pear in the form of a serpent. 

“As the dark ages went on the devil came 
to assume all manner of shapes and was far 
moro in the minds of men than was God. 
And thus were the foundations laid for the 
witchcraft of medieval and later ages. 

To the people of those times tnere were 
terrible realities, Today it is generally be- 
lieved that such a thing as @ Witch never ex- 
1ated. 

„The clergy’ were the biggest fools of all 
and the most | | tor they ought to 
have known “32 it brought many te 
the church for masses and relies and 
charms, and these, believing the creed, were 
the only protechon against these unseen 
dangers. — 

“Phe strictly orthodox clergy generally, 
I suppuse,.still believe in a personal devil, 
a wholly malignant being, less than God in 
power and yet capable of assuming all forms 
and appearing almost simultaneously in all 


parts of the darth. And they believe that. 


this devil will get the majority of mankind 
and with them will be shut. up in a hell of 
material torment forever. And in such a 
belief they are consistent, for itis apart of 
their system of doctrine. It is a part of the 
history of the fail of man on which their 
whole theory of salvation is based. It is true 
that some of the more thoughtful 
are beginning to question and even to 
doubt the existence of such an 
awful enemy of God and man, but such ques- 
tion ings are dangerous to the old theories, 
for they open doors to the higher thoughts 
and faith that will doubt other related doc- 
trines, and if pursued to its logical con- 
clusions must naturally end in the denial of 
a personal devil, but lead to the great faith 
that in the universe of God there is and can 
be no being or thing wholly evil and that sin 
is an incident in the evolution of the good 
and not an entity. For if God is good—and 
God 1s good—then it is, impossible that the 
wholly evil can exist. Once admit that such 
a thing is possible and vou have opened the 
door to all forms of poly theism and demon- 
ology and at lasttoadark pessimism and a 
hopeless atheism. 
FUNDAMENTAL MISCONCEPTION TO BLAMK. 
But men say: If there is no personal 
devil how are we to account for the origin of 
evii?’ But to admit a devil does not auswer 
their question, it only pushes it back; for 
how did the devil originate? All that kind of 
thinking proceeds from the fundamental mis- 
conception that evil is a beimg, an entity, a 


personality. that can exist apart from rawona: 


aud responsible beings, and that it is not che 
result of the abuse of their powers. If be- 
ings in other worlds fell, they fell as men fall 
here, as children fall down in learning to 
walk, as men fall into evil by ignorance, in- 
experience, want of judgment, self control, 
anu from yielding to the appetites and pas- 
sions. And as such it can be repented, and 
forsaken, and cast off, and left behind in a 
growth of tne soul in kvowledge and purity. 

„Thirty years ago the great Dr. Bushnell 
casually remarkea: ‘Of course there is no 
doubt.’ 
men must think there is a devil as a means 


of escaping selfcondemnation and putting 


their wrongs upon some outside being. 

“It is not good to encourage this kind of 
selfexcusing by charging things to the devil 
when we should blame ourselves. It is high 
time we should give up the delusion of putting 


the penalty of our sigs upon Christ in any, 


substitutional or penal sense and learn the 
simple truth that each one must bear the 


consequences of his own actions and that 


the only salvation for any sinner is in re- 
pentance, in turning from wrong, in reforma- 
tion, in doing *. and becoming good in 
heart. 

“In the same manner we must cease to 
think of God as outside of nature but rather 
as the universal reasou and beauty in rat 
ure. The sky of human thougnt must yet 

be purged of the dark shadows and super- 
„ of medieval theology and God's 
beautiful heavens made bright with the 
Stars of truth. When men come to know 
the truth they will know its power to make 
tree; as they know liberty slavery will dis- 
appear; as they know brotherhood they will 
love each other as brothers love; as they 
know life there will be no more death.”

A Trio of Bargiars Once Once Imprisoned There 
Possibly implicated in the Murder. 
- WATERLOO, Ia., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The of- 
ficers in this city are in possession of infor- 
mation that leads them to believe that a trio 
of burglars who escaped from jail here in 
1887 were implicated in the murder of Amos 
J. Snell, the Chicago millionaire. The fel- 
lows burglarized a store here in July, 1887, 
and were captured near Waverly a few days 
later. Burgiars’ tools were found sewn in 
their clothing. They were Tom Burke. 
known as One-Eyed Burke, James Whalen, 
alias Gyp Ryan, and Charles Cook, known as 
“Bald Cook.” Burke was tried and con- 
victed in October, and on the nigat of Oct. 
21 the three escaped by cutting a hole 
through the iron floor of the jail with a steel 
saw.

ENTERTAINED IN AND ABOUT BOSTON. 


Delegates to the Pan-American Congress 
Spend an Instractive Sabbath. 
Bosrox, Mass., Oct. 6.—Sunday in Boston 
was a damp, overcast day, with a suggestion 
in the east wind of the approach of winter. 
The delegates to the international American 
congress, after a comfortable nicht's rest 
and a hearty breakfast, were ready for an- 
other day of sigutseeing. Carriages bearing 
the party left the hotel just in season to give 
the churchgoing folks of Boston an oppor- 
tunity to see their distinguished visitors 
as they were driven through tne city and 
down to the docks. The party was there 
met by the mayor and a committee of the 
board of aldermen and escorted aboard 
a steamboat which landed them at Deer isl 
and, where are located the correctional in- 
stitutions of the city.

In his juag- 
ment the congress would be the starting 
point of a great movement which would 
take an important in the history of the 
American continent. is people were well 
disncsed toward the people of the United 
States, and every advance which had for its 
object the establishment of closer reiations 
would meet with a prompt and hearty re- 


sponse. ; 
Sefior Zelaya, the delegate from Honduras, 
said he would give the American people one 
piece of advice, which was that as the peo- 
pie of Central America had sent their repre- 
sentatives here to witness the greatness of 
the United States, so should the people of 
the United States inform themselves about 
their southern neighbors. They would find 
a people as good hearted as themselves; not so 
far advanced industrially, but with a country 
so abounding in aatural wesith and resources 
as to justify an examination, which wouid 
surely to a broadening of the relations 
between the peoples of the north and south. 
Mr. Henderson and Mr. Davis of the United 
States delegation responded, the former in a 
witty vein. The latter sooke of the necessi- 
ty for the cultivation of closer trade rela- 


| tions, and to this end dwelt on the impor- 


tance of the construction of a railroad which 
should cross the isthmus and con- 
nect the two continents in so strong an em- 
brace that there wouid be no opportunity for 
intervention by European countries.

USED CAPT. SLATTERY AS A FOOTBALL,

A Prominent St. Louisan Brutally Beateu 
—A Strange Miganderstanding. 
Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 6.— [Special. -A few 
minutes after 3 o’clock this morning the body 
of Capt. D. P Siattery,-a wealtny merchant, 
was found half stripped and apparently dead 
on the sidewaik near the corner of Jefferson 
and Cass avenues.

and he was bleeding from several wounds 
on the head. y was carried to the 
third district police station, where physicians 
and friends were summoned. The police 
set it down as a case of highway robbery 
and the entire department was set at work. 
Capt. Siattery was taken to his home on 
Pine street and did not recover conscions- 
ness until this evening. Meanwhile the po- 
lee had arrested E. D. Klosterman, proprie- 
tor of the saloon on Jefferson and Cass ave- 
pues; Alex. Hunt, a city official; John Hick- 
ey, bartender; and Alex. Garneau. The pris- 
oners said that at about 1 o’clock in the 
morning they heard screams from Mrs. Klos- 
terman’s apartments’ over the saloon and, 
rushing up there, found a man standing in 
the dark. They pounced upon him, siugged 
him, and pitched him down stairs and out 
the door. They did not know who he was 
and paid no attention to him after throwing 
him out. They denied robbing Capt. Siat- 
tery of $1,800 worth of diamonds and nis 
watch and chain. They say ne acted in a 
dazed sort of Manner and was not in the 
saloon at gil. ae 
Now for the strange part of the affair. 
Capt. Slattery has for three years suffered 
from nervous maladies. He has but recently 
} returned from a trip to Europe and his 
physicians and friends assert that at times 
mental disorders overcloud his brain so that 
he has no recolleguon of what takes place 
during these periods. He is at the bead of 
the United Elevator company, which con- 
trols all the grain elevators in the city, and 
has recently been negotiating a transfer of 
the entire business to an English syndicate. 
His brain troubles increased and the death 
of his wife two months was followed by 
along period of depression. Wher he ro- 
gained consciousness tonight he said he 
started last evening for the residence of 
Tom Harris, a superinteadent of one of the 
elevators.

He felt his mental trouble approach- 
ing and took some medicine which he carried.

The shivyards of the great lakes will be 
busy the coming winter. Thirty-five boats 
of an aggregate tornage ot 67,330 and coat of 
$4,653,300 are now under contract to be built, 
and the list will probably be increased by a 
half dozen other craft before snow flies. 

Bay City if in the lead both in num- 
bers and tonnage, although Cleveland is a 
good second. Detroit drops materially as a 
shipbuilding point, while Buffalo has but a 
single boat to her credit. 

The great changes from sail to steam and 
from wood to steel is especially marked this

ince then some sixty new boats have come 
from shipyards. This great fleet has gone out 
and made money. These same vesselmen still 
say there are too many boats, They repeat 
at when the iron trade slack- 
ens and enters a period of depres- 
sion there will be not enough work for 
these great fleets, and many boats must per- 
force be ted up to the docks. ‘Nevertheless 
the building goes on as though there was 
nothing to fear from overbuildiog, and that 
business for ail would in the end be found. 

| EFFECTS ON LAKE COMMERCE. . 

Figuring out the capacity of the new fleet 
a better outline of its effects upon lake com- 
merce can be obtained. Of the number nine 
are nifestly designed for the ore trade, 
Giving them nine days for the round trip to 
the head of Lake Superior and return, they 
will carry ou their up trips 17,000 tons of coal 
and 15,000 tons of ore back each week, or 
510,000 tons of coal and 450,000 tons of ore for 
the season.

bat the new fleet this season has kept 
n freights below 3 cents a bushel to 
uffalo when otherwise they would have 
gone to 5 cents, with a corresponding in- 
crease in ore carrying rates, is reasonably 
certain. That tne fleet under construction 
will huye a similar tendency next year is 
also plain. If no more is done next season 
than this the resuit will be satisfactory to 
vesseimen as giving them reasonable profits 
on their investments, and to the farmers of 
the west and northwest in not imposing too 
heavy acharge for carrying their crops to 
eastern Markets. 
WILL COMPRISE THE NEW FLERT. 

Some days ago Tue TRIBUNE instructed its 
correspondents at the various shipbuilding 
points to interview builders and get from 
them ‘direct lists of boats now under con- 
tract. In many instances buiiders refused 
to name contract prices ot vessels, and in 
tne table such boats are marked estimated. 
In other cases the prices given were mani- 
festly too low, as with the McDougall whale- 
shaped barges, but they have been entered 
in tne table as given.

FOUR NEW STATES WILL SOON COME IN. 


President Garrison’s Prociamation Expect- 
, ed—Oppositioa to Gil Pierce for Senator. 
Fando, N. D., Oct. 6— [Special. — Gov. 
Mellette has had official copies of the consti- 
tutions of North and South Dakota prepared, 
with other necessary documents, and they 
have already been placed in the hands of 
President Harrison, with the view of being 
examined and the fact ascertained whether 
or not they comply with the provisions of 
the enabling act and are notin conflict with 
the constitution of the United States. The 
canvass of tne returns of the vote upon the 
constituuon must be made by Gov. Meilette, 
Secretary Richardson, and Chief Justice 
Tripp, or any two of the associate justices, 
‘fifteen days after the election. The terri- 
torial supreme court will meet this week in 
Deadwood. It is reported that most of its 
business will be referred to the supreme 
courts of the two states for adjustment, and 
an adjournment will be immediately nad 
that the chief justice may be at Bismarck 
Oct. 16 to canvass the election returns. When 
thie duty is complete’ it has been arranged 
to tal egraph the result to President Harrison, 
and Oct. 23,a week later, it is expected to 
receive the President’s proclamation. Each 
portion of the territory then becomes a state, 
and the officers elected last Tuesday may 
then qualify. The constitution provides that 
tne new Governor, immediately upon his 
qualification, shall convene the legislative 
assembly at a date mot less than fifteen days 
nor more than forty days from the date of 
such proviamation. It will cherefore be 
sean that the legislature cannot be called to 
meet before Nov. 7. Should all of the fore- 
going plaos be carried out as arranged, and 
1 ip 3 the meeting will not be until 
ov.

Otner relig- 
ions, as promulgated by Buddha, Confucius, 
and Brahma, had their virtues in controlling 
the ucts of their followers and endeavoring 
to suppress vice and elevate virtue. Mo- 
hammed, however strong his followers may 
have become, never created’ a new religion, 
but was the greatest plagiarist the world 
ever knew unless we except some. modern 
ministers. * | 

The religion established by Christ deals 
with the heart. Man’s natureis bad, but not 
totally depraved. He can never be so bad 
that he cannot become worse, nor is the devil 
as bad as he will be a hundred years hence; 
nor can the human soul reach an altitude 
beyond which it can never go. The remedy 
for the native baduess in man is a regen- 
erated heart, and this is attained by follow- 
ing closely the ways laid down by Christ. 
Whenever we have done all we can for 
his glory he supplies what is lacking; 
his mission is to save. Itistrue bedid not 
found a college, free the slaves, issue tem- 
perance pledges, gor establish a nation. He 
seemed to say: wilt not do what man can 
do.“ On one occasion he was called upon to 
judge an adulterous woman.

In 
this country the bimetallic system is in 
vogue, but in all the other countries south ot 
us the sole measure oi value issiiver. In 
the best mercantile opinion a common coin is 
not held to be of vital importance. What is 
far more essential is to make New York 
the monetary center for the settie- 
ment of balances between the United States 
and the Centrai and South American states. 
Under existing conditions the New York 
merchant settles in London for his South 
American purchases or sales, and quotations 
and prices are ultimately stated and paid in 
British currency.

MAY. INCREASE THE SCHOOL FUND. 
— — 


A Compromise Favored in Disposing of 
Certain Lands Belonging to the City. 

Some time ago Leaming & Thompson as at- 
torneys for James R. Stanley, Harvey B. Hurd, 
and others, made a proposition to the board of 
education which took that body oy surprise. It 
was, in effect, an offer to the board of thirty 
acres of land on condition that a quit claim deed 
shoulo be given to the claimants for fifty other 
acres which the school board did not know it had 
the least claim to, 

The property in question lies south of Grand 
Crossing. On it a former school agent lent some 
school money about twenty-five years ago. The 
money was n back, and the mortgage was 
Soreatoned, b&@t the school board never exercised 

© rights of ownership. James R. Stanley, 
3 B. Hurd, and the other interested par- 
ties took up the 1 — some taxes on it, and 
otherwise exercised rights of ownership. 
They could not 1 any portion, however. 
owing to tne city's claim. Then the proposition 
was made through Leaming & Thompson to give 
up thirty acres if the title to the other fifty 
‘could be perfected in the name of the claimants. 
The judiciary committee and the attorney of the 
board of education were in favor of accepting 
the compromise. But the censent of the coun- 
cil was yoy A 

When the m r was presented in the latter 
body it was referred to the finance committee. 
The finance committee sought the advice of the 
corporation counsel. The latter examined tne 
facts in the case aud reported as follows: 

“I think the proposed settlement would not 
be advant us to the city, and that the city, 
if it settles, should have more than thirty acres 
of the land. I believe the city stands, if 
the case 1 ‘ chance 
to recover t the same 
time I think is a case for romise. 
There has been a good deal tigation 
about it and further litigation will of @ pro- 
tracted character, and the case is wt entirely 
clear for the city, but in my opinion the rights 
of the city are too substantial to be compro- 
mised on the busis proposed. If a compromise 
could be effected right away I am in favor of it 
on the basis of the city getting half of the land 
and paying half of the spesial assessments if 
necessary.’ 

The finance committee has agreed on a report 
accordingly, and it will be presented at the meet- 

of the council this evening. The land is worth 
$1, per acre, and the school fund therefore is 
likely to be increased $60,000 by the compromise.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 

The affairs of speculators aud speculative 
financiers gained last week much additional 
prominence in the business world. It was 
evident a week ago that Wall street values 
were going to suffer from scarcity of money, 
for the reserves of the New York banks 


were low and there were no available sources 


of replenishment, gold imports being highly 
improbable and the country still needing all 
its funds in forwarding the crops. During 
the week it is estimated that $45,000,000 was 
disbursed at New York in payment of inter- 
est and dividends, yet the banks lost over 
$3,000,000 of their cash and at the end of the 
week, despite a decrease of. $5,000,000 in de- 
posits, were deficient in their reserve to the . 
extent of over $1,500,000. The most sanguine 
speculator in stocks bas been forced to admit 
that present financial conditions are imperil- 
ing his plans. The stock exchange rate for 
loans has run up as high as 80 per cent and 
the market values of Wall street’s coats and 
dogs have been badly rattied. 

Meanwhile the grand industrial and trade 
movements of the country have gone on un- 
disturbed, activity and prosperity being on 
the increase at all the great distributing 
points. Money for the purposes of trade has 
not been lacking, although discount rates 
have nowhere been low, 6 per cent being the 
basis for most commercial loans, even in the 
eastern markets. The iron trade has stead- 


„U gained, both in volume of business and in 


prices obtained for products, and it is a fair 
inference from the way orders come in for 
future delivery that the coming year is to 
witness an unparaileled growth of manufact- 
uring la the south and west. Steel rails for 
next year’s délivery are now held at 0a 
ton, large orders being expected from west- 
ern railroad’ on account of repairs and from 
“ert roads on a2count of new construc- 


88 of Wall street, in fact, it is not 
possible to find any grounds for anxiety, and 
there need be little fear that a panic in Wall 
street will nave broad or permanent ill re 
sults. It cannot be denied that the peace of 
Wall street 1s menaced from various quar- 
ters, Gold to the amount of $1,500,000 was 
taken from New York last week on British 
orders end wiil be shipped to South America. 


Further shipments are not expected, but none 


was expected a week ago. The Argentine 
Republic is believed to be on the verge of a 
financial and commercial revulsion which 
win wreck many miliions'of English capital. 
The domestic currency of that country has 
been inflated unwil gold is at a premium of 
180 per cent, and a big bubble of railway and 

land speculation is waiting to be pricked. 
Walt street cannot view this condition of 
things with indifference, for 4 panic in the 
Argentine Republic will disturb the normal 
movements of gold, the international curren- 
cy, ud this country’s hoard may be greatly 
depleted. The weak holders of stocks, who 
have already been forced to throw over such 
properties as Atchison and the trusts, will 
certainly empty their hands at the first indi- 


gation cf a prolonged drain upon the coun- 


try’s specie. With the present scant-supply 
of money, and with the certainty ahead that 
industry and trade are going to find good use 
for all the country’s available cash during 
the next few weeks, so that funds will not 
begin to accumulate in New York until after 
Jan. 1, the strength of tile owners of stocks 
isto be thoroughly tested even if events 
shape themselves most fayorably. Tue un- 
expected may happen, but the chances are 
that the unexpected will be nostile to the in- 
terests of specuiators. 

In marked contrast to the weak condition 
of the New York banks the Chicago banks, 
right in the midstof most active season, 
make a showing Which may give their man- 
agers pride and their patrons satisfaction. 
The statements of the twenty-one national 
banks of this city reveal a steady expansion 
of business since midsummer and no impair- 
ment of their resources. Their surplus re- 
serve is about $3,000,000, but in addition to 
this they have over $15,000,000 available funds 
in other cities, which practically constitute 
part of their reserve. Thus the Chicago 
banks are well prepared for unforeseen exi- 
gpencies and cannot be easily compelled to 
lessen the aid they are giving to the business 


interests of the city. 


WHY THE GRAND JURY FAILED TO n. 
DICT THE GAMBLERS. 

It appears from their own report that 
members of the grand jury discharged Satur- 
day were Gissuaded from the performance of 
their duties according to their oaths by the 
arguments of members of the gang Democ- 
racy. Indictments would have been re- 
turned, it is intimated, against the gamblers 
but it was feared by some of the Democratic 
politicians who were members that it 
would reflect on the Democratic municipal 
administration and hurt the party at the 
ensuing elections! Lest that party machine 
should suffer, the Democratic members for- 
got or disregarded their oaths. This is a 
pretty state of affairs and a nice confession. 
But who were the Democrats of influence 
who made the arguments of the nature stated 
to the controlling members of tne grand 
jury? It is contrary to law for any person to 
try to influence the conduct of a grand juror, 
as it 1s also contrary to law for a grand juror 
during the period of his service to listen to 
arguments about his duty on tue part of out- 
siders. Theresurely ought to be further in- 
vestigation of this matter. 

But investigation will not be an effectual 
remedy of the evil. As long as grand jurors 
are selected by political county commission 
ers there will be weak and venal men on the 
grand jury. men who will be amenable to 

arguments verbal and otherwise of inter- 
ested outsiders, gamblers, criminais, and 
their agents. The extent of the evil will of 
course depend to a great extent on the char- 
acter of the county commissioners. And in 
this connection it may not be amiss to re- 
mind the voters of Cook cousty that a com- 


cratic party is just now conspiring to bring 
about the election of a county board entirely 
amenable to its influence, If the combing. 
tion succeeds in its purpose the gamblers 
need have no fears of grand jury investiga-

| HOW TO GET BETTER JUSTICES. 

Mr. Charles Arnd, who was for many years 
a justice of the peace in this city—and an ex- 
cellent one—read a paper last week before 
one of the local clubs on the defects in the 
justice of the peace system in Chicago, and 
suggested the following remedies, some ot 
which have often been advocated in this 


paper: 

Tue rem remedies to be suggested are patent— 
namiely: the abolition 8 the fee Rn HE and 1 
lieu of the same the granting of salaries suf- 
ficientiy liberal to instire the services of thor- 
oughly capable men. The extinction of the office 
of constable and the transfer of the duties there: 
of ta the sheriff and deputies to be a b 
him, or to deputies to be appoin 


rep 
a oe of the magistrates who ere to fill these 
But asi having said thie Mr. Arnd adds: 
Numerous efforts have at various times been 
made to institute the needed reforms. Of late 
years these efforts have been continually met 
witu constitutional objections—that 
alone wished these * that the legislation 
inte 7 * and consequentiy unconstitu- 
3 that the general assem- 
Diy, mello. o ro amendments to 
more than ole “iti 0 constitution at the 
same session, nor to same articie oftener 
than once in four years: and that there were 
other matters, much more important, which 
needed to be submitted to the people. 


Itis somewhat surprising that he, an in- 
telligent man, should have absorbed the cur- 
rent notion that the constitution is such an 
infiexible instrument, full of minute and de- 
tailed provisions, that the present laws are 
incapable of change unless the constitution 


is first altered. Were the organic law more 


read such an absurd mistake would not be 
so frequently made, 

All that the constitution has to say on the 
subject of justices in this city is that they 
shall be appointed by the Governor on the 
nomination of a majority of the judges of 
the various courts, and that they shall hold 
office for four years. The iegisiature has 
absolute control of tneir number and their 
pay. It can abolish the corrupting fee sys, 
tem and substitute one of reguiar sal- 
aries, but it has not done so because 
no member from this county has been 
intelligent enough or has taken interest 
enough in the matter to ask for it. The 
country members would vote for such a law 


if Chicago demanded it, but they are not go- . 


ing to force it on a people who have not indi- 
cated’ a desire for it. It is equally in the 
power of the leftislature to lessen the num- 
per of constables and to provide for paying 
them regular salaries instead of iees. Were 
the justices no longer fee paid their present 
dependence on the constables for business 
would cease, and they would not tolerate one 
about their courts whom they knew to be a 
rascal. But all that is now asked about a 
constable is, “Can he bring grist to the 
mill?” Make the justices independent and 
the quality of the constabulary will improve. 

As for. Mr. Arnd’s last remedy, itis clear 
that an amedidment to the constitution would 
not better the situation. That instrument 
might be amended so aa to provide that none 
but the dest men, of perfect qualifications 
and the highest standard of morality, should 
ever be chosen to any elective or appointive 
office in Lilinois. But what good would it do? 


for such provisions are not seif-enforcing. | 


The voters would claim the right to pass on 
the qualifications and elect whom they 
pleased. 

Therefore there need be nothing more 
said about the necessity of amending the 
constitution to secure tolerably decent 
justicés in this city. If the people want 
their lower courts improved the legislature 
will do it for them when it is asked, and pot 
before, 


HOW WILL THE GEORGE MEN BELL THE 
| CAT? 


Thomas G. Shearman of Brooklyn; a con- 
vert. to the George doctrine of land couflsca- 
tion, is out in a magazine article, giving be- 
wiidering statistical and other arguments to 
prove that the greavest good of the greatest 


number would be promoted by taxing the 


capital value out of land and lots in the 
hands of the owners, making all occupiers 


_ tenants and the state in effect the only 


owner and proprietor. Mr. Shearman sure- 
ly must find time neavy on his hands. What 
line of speculation could be more profitless 
than that which concerns a proposed aboli- 
tion of the present system of land tenure in 
this country and the destruction of private 
ownership in real estate? Assuming for the 
sake of the argument that the George coniis- 
cation theory is sound if established, it is 
plain that the change can be brought about 
only by the conversion or conquest of the 
eight or nine millions of iand and lot owners 
in the Unitea States and those immediately 
associated with them in interest as expectant 
heirs. If they are to be induced by philan- 
tbropic teaching to give up their lands and 
homes for the sake of an untried theory of a 


“single tax to be levied on their land to the 


amount of full rent value, how many centu- 
ries of single tax agitation and education 
will it take to get them in that state of mind? 
If instead of persuasion force is to be re- 
sorted to, who will undertake the war of 
dispossession? 

“Earth hunger,“ as itis aptly termed, is 
a leading trait in the Anglo-Saxon race and 
among all white veople. To become a free- 
holder and be abie to own, possess, and 
transmit real property is an almost universal 
ambition among the abiest, strongest, and 
most persevering representatives of the white 
race the ruling portion. Earth hunger“ 
prompted hardy pioneers to invade the wil- 
derness and under circumstances of great 
hardship contest with the savages and wild 
beasts for the possession of the soil. Earth 
hunger js at the basis of the city building 
associations. The passion for iand couid not 
be restrained by the practice of European 
governments which sought to limit and 
hedge itin by putting obstacles in the way 
of the easy transfer and acquisition of reai 
property. In this country, however, the 
government has provoked and inflamed 
“earth hunger” not only by removing sys- 
tems of primogeniture and entail but by 
giving away or selling at a nominal price 
tens of millions of acres. In consequence 
more than half the adult males in the United 
States are landowners, and as they make up 
the most vigorous, independent, and deter- 
mined partof the community it is not easy 
to see how they are to be dispossessed. In 
both city and country the number of land- 
owners increases faster than population. A 


large proportion of the landless expect 


through inheritance or acquisition to own 
farms or homes of their own some time in 
the future. Their interests are all with tne 
landowners and they would fight on the 
same side. 

Arguments based on philanthropy and fa- 
voring an untried theory will never destroy 
private ownership of land. If the George 
tax confiscation doctrine were philosoph- 
ically true, and sure to promote the greatest 
good of the greatest number, it would beat 
in vain for centuries against the “ earth 
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cannot be expected to do so, for under tne 
system they would still pay about the 
rent. Why should they risk their lives 

the privilege of paying rent to the gov- 
ernment instead of a private landlord? 
And they are not strong enough to overthrow 
the owners of land, anyway. If landowners 
Were becoming few in number and their 
ranks reduced, as in some land monopoly 
countries, there would be a prospect of. con- 
quering them, if all other ciasses united 
against them. But the contrary is the fact. 
Estates in this country are being divided up 
and distributed among children or sold to 
landless purchasers, Tenants are vecoming 
owners of farms or homes, and even the 
Diacks of the south, who make up the great 
renting ciass in this country, are, many thou- 
sands of them, acquiring land, and nearly 
ali the others would like to. If the land- 
owners were in a minority they would, never- 
theless, make a desperate fight and give up 
their possessions only at the price of their 
lives, but when they make up an actual ma- 
jority of fighting men who is to subdue them!

THE TARIFF AND THE PAN-AMERICAN 
CONGRESS. 

The London Times article upon the meet- 
ing of the Pan-American congress, which 
was printed in the last issue of Tus Tripune, 
and the purposes which this country has in 
view, shows that the English have a clear 
and correct idea of the scheme, and was in 
nearly all respects complimentary and friend- 
lyin its comments. The Times recognizes 
that the tariff question is the only one that 
Seriously interferes with the compiete suc- 
cess of the congress, and believes that if the 
United States seexs to establish a reciprocity 
with the South American states and to intro- 
duce its manufactured goods among them 
the Argentine Republic, the great wool 
raiser of that continent, will at once demand 
that its wool shall enter North American 
ports freely. 

The obstacle which the Times sees is quite 
weil understood by the North American dele- 


“gates. They recognize that it will have to be 


handled carefully, but it is believed they are 
prepared to meet it and we anticipate that 
they will be able to overcome it in some sat- 
isfactory manner, on the principle of give 
and take. The Argentine Wools are mostly 
of the long, coarse, carpet kind, not grown 
in this country, and which we import in 
large quantities, paying a considerable duty, 
to the damage of our own carpet manufact- 
urers. Our importations of carpet wools, 
valued at 12 cents or less per pound, for 1888 
amounted to 54,708,172 pounds, for which we 
paid $5,515,570 and 2 cents per pound duty, 
or $1,367,579; and of carpet wools valued at 


over Ia cents per pound, 19,618,679 pounds, 


for which we paid $3,506,520 and 5 cents per 
pound duty, or $980,048. We aiso imported 
some fine wools, but nota great quantity. 
The high tax on fine wools our manufacturers 
have to stana; but the duty on 
long fiber coarse wools is generally 


acknowledged to be a mistake, con- 


ferring no benefit upon our wool raisers and 
seriously crippling the manufacturer, If we 
could secure an improvement of our trage re- 
lations with the Argentine Republic by put- 
ting Carpet wools on the free list no damage 
would be done to our wool growers and we 
should have the benefit of securing important 
concessions from them for our manufactur- 
ers, and no United States interests would be 
injured. This is-the chief article which con- 
cerns us, as hides are already on the free 


list. The United States government has no 


expectation of establish a complete zoll- 
verein like that contemplated in the scheme 
of commercial union with Canada, because 
the South Americans would not agree to it. 
All that it deems practicable is to improve 
our trade relations with Central ana South 
Arica and to make an effort to get paying 
markets there for our surplus manufactures. 
W hat we shall propose will be as benencial 
to them as to us. It must be a mutual con- 
cession and there is no natural reason why 
uader such circumstances they should prefer 
to go to England, France, or Germany for 
what they can get here on just as good or 
better term. 


NEW. YORK’S PRACTICAL DIFFICULTIES. 


The Gothamites who have been talking 


about New York as the only place for the 
world’s fair and bound to have it are now 
brought where they must drop that kind of 


nonsense and face the practical difficulties 


before them. The first problem for them to 
cousider is, what they would do with the 
fair if they got it and where they would put 
it, and they cannot delay an answer to this 
query much longer. The proposed site 
which takes in a part of Central vark and 
the so-called Riverside park is not adapted 
to the purpose, and the difficulties in the way 
of getting it and putting it in order for any 
such purpose as a world’s fair are insupera- 
ble. Determined objection will be made to 
the use of any part of Central park, and it 
cannot be had without legislative assent. 
The remainder of the proposed site is in 
possession of 800 lot owners and could 
be secured only by individual contracts with 
them, They would demand high rents 
and full compensation for 300 houses which 
would have to ve taken down. The land in 
question is made uv of rocky ridges and gul- 
lies, with a few streets cut through the gran- 
ite in some places and built up in others. 
Millions ot money and several years’ time 
would be required to blast, grade down, fill 
up, and get the site in condition for fair pur- 
poses even if the other difficulties were over- 
come. It is idle to suppose this will be done, 
ana New York may as well be counted out of 
the race for tne worid’s fair from this time 
on. The committee on finance has no money 
in sight and cannot agree upon or report any 
plan until a place has been found to hold the 
fair and some understanding reached as to 
whether the show is to be upon a $5,000,000 
or a $15,000,000 scale. In order to hold a 
world's fair the first thing is to get a site, 
and that is Where the Gothamites must con- 
fess a complete failure. Since they would 
not know what to do with the fairif they had 
it the graceful thine for the New Yorkers is 
to abandon an impractitable ambition and 
throw their votes and influence for Chicago, 
the great central and national city of the 
United States. Sites, money, and every- 
thing else needful can be had here. Choice 
locations covering any desired acreage can be 
had within easy access, and the city—includ- 
ing hundreds of acres for an agricultural 


fair—itself is within easy reach of more 


Americans than any other place in the coun- 
try. Americans must be depended upon to 
make the fair a success, and foreigners 
would have to come to Chicago any way to 
see the chief representative American city.

After the close sof each council 
meeting the Globe heaves a sigh of relief 
when it learns that the aldermen have not 
sold the waterworks to the Standard Oil 
company for a hundred thousand dollars; 
have not given the city hall to Mike McDon- 
ald for a gaming house; have,not made a 
free gift ot the lake front to a railroad ; and 
have not turned the outer harbor over to 
Yattaw and his bumboat. 

The Globe indorses to the full the bitter 
Calvinist creed. It believes that all men de- 
serve to be damned and that most of them 
will be. But there are others who do not 
take so gloomy a view of life and human 
nature and do not feel it incumbenton them 
to go up and down the streets howling 
„ Woe, woe,” against all men. Even the 


devil is not as black as he has been painted. 


There are things which the council dare not 
do, even though millions tempted the mem- 
bers. There are jobs they dare not under- 
take, for they know they cannot be carried 
out. Thus they would never dream of sell- 
ing the waterworks, for there would be a 
public uprising which would mean a necktie 
party for the aldermen. So would it be were 
the city fathers to try to seli either the high 
water pressure or fuel gas plant which the 
city had acquired, and the benefits of which 
were felt by the people, No such sale can be 
imagined as happening exvept in a period of 
general depravity and corruption, when hon 

esty and morality had forsaken ali men and 


the city was no better than a den of wild

THE USELESS NORMAL SCHOOL, 

An effort is being made, it appears, to sad- 
dle the expense of the county normal school 
on the city of Chicago. The first step im the 
scheme is to make a city school inspector a 
member of the socalled county board of edu- 
cation. Then by easy stages the plot is to 
be worked out until the county normal school 
becomes a city normal school. This should 
be defeated. The city abolishea its normal 
school many years ago. It now trains the 
graduates of the high school in the actual 


work of teaching, and when they have | 


shown proficiency in the art of instruction 
they are appointed class teachers on salaries 
as the vacancies occur. This is the best sys- 
tem that has ever been tried in Chicago or in 
any other city. It is being copied all over 
the country. It would be an outrage to dis- 
card it now for the purpose of bolstering up 
that elephantine humbug, the Englewood 
normal. The latter institution should be 
abolished. From $30,000 to $40,000 is wasted 
on it every year. There is nothing to 
show for this money. One-fourth of the 
pupils are nonresidents. Ninety per cent of 
the teachers of the county are now drawn 
from high schools within the city. There is 
no sense in sustaining a normal school to 
supply teachers to the rural districts, which 
have but five or six months of school each 
year. The pretense that the normal school 
lot will be forfeited to the original granters 
if the school is abolished has been exploded. 
The property belongs to the county in fee 
simple. The county board can build a hos- 
pital or a poorhouse, an insane asylum, or an 
industrial school on it. The present schoal 
can be maintained as a high school for the 
soutmern section of the enlarged city. It is 
sheer waste of the public substance to main- 
tain it as anormal school. The attempt to 
elect a city school inspector as a member of 
the county board will be made today. It is 
the first part of the plot and ought to be de- 
feated.

Only a short time before the Dixon plan was 
introduced in the council the editor of Tux 
TRIBUNE outlined it in conversation with an ex- 
alderman, and in his enthusiasm he added that 
he himself would put 100, 000 in the enterprise. —

should be told. The ex-alderman was present- 
ing his plan for a thirty-year private monopoly 
high water service, the same that Ald. Hepburn 
subsequently introduced in the council. The 
editor of THe TRIBUNE objected to the scheme 
and told him the citizens of Chicago would never 
consent to let a private monopoly control any 
part of the water sapply of this city, and that it 
was utterly useless to seek such a privilege from 
the city government. The ex-alderman said that 
a high water service was greatly needed for pro- 
tection against fires, for cheap power, and to 
abate the intolerable smoke nuisance within the 
business districts; and added that the city govern- 
ment had not the availabie funds to establish such 
a system, and asked the editor how else the money 
could be had? The reply was that the city could 
induce private capital to furnish the requisite 
money to build the works under city supervision 
ana direction and then to lease the whole plant 
to the municipality at a reasonable rental on 
actual cost, the city retaining an option to buy 
at a foture time, and that the charges for the use 
of the water for power would pay the rent and 
leave a handsome profit to the city. The ex- 
aiderman asked where could capitalists be found 
who would invest their money on such security? 
The editor replied he thought there would be 
no difficulty in finding them“; that he himself 
“would not besitate to put in 7100, 000 on such a 
plan that would yield the investor, say. 5 per cent 
rent.“ What is there wrong, dangerous, or wicked 
in this conversation? 


Cowardly and Underhanded Opposition, 

Certain papers profess to favor fuel gas and 
high water pressure service. They dare nog do 
otherwise lest their readers should call them to 
task. But every assertion of devotion to either 
of these objects is followed by abuse of the plan 
suggested for carrying them out. All the time 
these papers carefully refrain from putting forth 
any plan of their own. The purpose is 
that little by little the idea may take pos- 
session of the minds of their readers that 
these thing are desirable, but that there is really 
no way in which they can be secured, that they 
are bright dreams which can never be realized, 
and that existing monopolies must never be Som- 
peted with. That is what these papers are 
driving at. It would not do for them to come 
out openly and sey that the interests of the gas 
trust demand that Chicago shall not have its 
own gas plant. They start by saying that the 
city must have one, and then by denouncing the 
various schemes suggested to get it lead up to 
the conclusion of their argument, that while 
such a plant is desirabie it is not feasible. The

TO PURCHASE LOWER CALIFORNIA. 


Congress Will Likely Be Asked to Do This 
by the Senate Irrigation Committee. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 5.— The purchase 
from Mexico of the peninsular of Lower 
California, it is more than likely, will come 
before Congress again for consideration, and 
in all probability under more favorable cir- 
cumstances than ever before. The Senate 
| committee on irrigation recently investigat- 
ing the subject in California found at tue 
extreme south end of the state a tract of 
bottom land ne extend of which is several 
millions of acres, the soil being fertile but 
practically worthless unless irrigated. 

The land could be watered ut little expense, 
plenty of water being available near by, and 
ali that is necessary being to cut a canal to 
the Colorado river. However, the only prac- 
tical point at which this can be done is across 
the Mexican border. The only satisfactory 
way to accomplish this work would be the 
purchase of Lower California, and it is 
thought that Mexico might be induced to sell, 
as the land is of but little value to ber.

What the Civil Service Commissioner Found 
in the Baltimore Postoffica. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 5.—Theodore 
Roosevelt of the civil service commission 
has submitted to the tull commission a re- 
port of a short examination made by him 
some two months ago into the managemect 
of the Baltimore postofiice. The report 
says: 

Dering the last four years there have been two 
heads of the Baitimore postoffice—Mr. Veazey, 
who held office about a year and was then 
allowed to resign, and nis successor, the present 
incumbent, Frank Brown. Mr. Veazey was one 
of those products of the patronage system whose 
antics would be comic were it not for their 
deeply tragic effect 1 the public service and 
upon honest political life, and great allowance 
should be made for Mr. Brown because of the 
condition in which the office was handed over to 
him by his predecessor, for all the evidence 
tends to show that Mr. Veazey’s administration 
can only be characterized as scandalous. It 


lated the law both as to appointments and re- 
movals; he certainity during his year of office 
turped out four-fifths of the old employés, and 
filled their places with men, many of them of 
such evil character as to greatly demoralize the 
service. i 

One result of this system is shown by the seem - 
ingly almost universal payment of campaign as- 
sessments at election time.

been for political reasons—and if he can give no 
adequate anc satisfactory reasons therefor, then 
he shouid be deemed to have vioiated the civil 
service law, and should be himself dismissed or 
his resignation requested. 

This report has been forwarded to the Fost- 
master-General by the full commission, who 
append their approval and suggest that the 
recommendations contained therein be 
adopted.

Germans of New York Angry—The 
Democracy Weakened. 
[Naw York Staats Zeitung, Oct. .]

But we have, on the other 
hand, engaged the attention of our readers

But in the course of time there will be found 
sufficient occasion to arouse the courage of 
Mr. Hill’s adversaries. There is, however, 
no reason to doubt that Mr. Hillistoa great 
extent the politicians’ choice, and that he is, 
in no little measure, in a strong ascendency 
with agreat part of the Democrats of our 
state. His lack of sympathy with reforma- 
tory and progressive tendencies, his identifi- 
cation with tne ideas of spoils and machine 
politicians, render him, however, entirely in- 
competent for the leadership of a party that 
ought to be thoroughly identified with re- 
formavwory principles, so mat it is unquesnon- 
ably the duty of the betterelements of the 
party to paralyze Hill’s grip“ on the party 
organization. 

The action of the Democratic state conven- 
tion, and especially the scarcely suppressed 
efforts on the part of Mr. Hill and his au- 
herents to destroy Mr. Cileveland’s popular- 
5 und to produce the impression that Mr. 
Cleveland had been thrown overboard by his 
own party (a view propounded every day in 
Mr. Hill's paper, the Sun), has undoubtedly 
not strengthened the Democratic part in 
our state, but bas begotten a deep resent-

Boxes of Candy Containing Strychnine| 


Sent to Three Clergy mon. 
World.]—An attempt to poison the families 
of three Protestant clergymen has resulted 
in the death of Mrs, Macrae, wife of the Rev. 
Dr. Donald Macrae. She was seized with 
spasms Wednesday night after eating some 
candy and died in a few hours. An autopsy 
was held and the pretence of a large quan- 
pon of strychnine in the stomach was discov- 


The eg delivered a small box at the 
Rev. Dr. Macrae’s residence Wednesda 
moruing. The servant received it and — 
ed it to Mrs. Mucrae. It was found to con- 
tain candy and Mrs. ate several 
pieces. Then she was taken violently ill. 
The box was sent to W. F. Best, public 
analyist, and his analysis resulted in find- 
rif cy ee ene ot . i 
any person par ng o r 
2 led to the disclosure that the Rev. J. 
soyres and the Rev. T. J. Veinstadt had 
each similar packages sent to their addresses, 
the unmistakable object being the wholesale 
poisoning of tnemselves and their families. 

The box in each case was of white 
square, and hav- 
ing no other marks than the address and six 
cents in postage stamps. The handwriting 
is almost like copperplate in its regularity, 
and some detect in it a woman’s connection 
with the crime. 

When the Rev. Mr. Desoyres received his 
packet he detected a bitter taste and at once 
removed the sweetmeat from his mouth, be- 
ing careful not to swallow any of it. Heat 
first thought that bitter aloes might have 
been putin tne candy by a practical joker, 
but later concluded to take the candy to Dr. 
Harding, who informed him that the taste 
was that of strychnine. The candy was tak- 
en to Chemist Best for analysis and the 
clergyman was informed that the candy con- 
tained strychnine in deadly quantities.

Increase in the Cattle Shipments 
from Boston. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 4— Boston is enjoying 
just now a remarkable boom in ocean cattle 
freights, which is coincident with a no less 
noticeable but more gradual increase in the 
general export trade.
